The colored colonists from South 
Caroliua, Georgia and otlier Slatet of 
that neigbbort^ood, whoi.wenl' to Li- 
beria two year* ago, woUta not 'ap- 
pear lo have Aebieved tbe ' ftitl Meas- 
ure of liberty, prtiaperlty and .bappi. 
ness that they had anticipated would 
be tlieira in the land of their ances- 
tors. From what can be gleaned of 
their experlehoe in IbO Repvbllc of 
Liberty, a great many oflbem would 
like to return to their old homes in 
the solid ^ouih. Sonic of them have 
succeeded iu eu doing. One of them, 
ayoniig woman named LaoraLayne, 
of Valoosta, 6a., presents tome facts 
connected with the manners aifd ent« 
toms of the natives of Liberia that 
ought to doter further colored emi- 
gration fl'om the South that way. 

One custom is, when a child is 
bom, to atuffllt mouth. with red pep- 
per and lav it out In the tun for an 
hour. This gentle regimen is consid- 
ered Indispensable for all newly born 
Liberian colored babes ; it is certain 
to make them healthy and strong. 
It would seem indeed to require a 
ttrt^ngand' healthy babe to endure 
stMyitry hyglenlo treatment J^aura 
then goes on to say that the natives 
are very hard on our people when 
they commit crime." An example of 
tbiadeinoMlicM MbditilMi of the na- 
tl^ltAtHitiiii'iigivett' iln tlM eaae of 
Reuben Cayho, one of the enlgrantt. 
Reuben hati appropriated to bis own 
uios, witbont perinissloo, something 
that belonged to a uativc, Tho latlor 
did not get. out a warrant against 
BMbwiwd pnl It In the band* of a 
oBDilBble or policeman, to be fol- 
lowed by Reuben's arrest, examina- 
tion and bailment or sent down lo 
the nitlriet Court, ate., etc., eU). No : 
this Ignorant and uniophlttlcated 
Altican otiled hit brethren to his as- 
sistance. They at once eaaght Reu- 
ben, tied a big rock aronnd hit neck 
and threw him in Ihe river. And

apnt ot>en a piece of limber by wed 
tfes largo enough to gel the heod of 
tho condemned person through. Then 
(be wedges are knocked out ; the llm 
bcr oloses ; and no court of appeals 
ean possibly Intervene to stop tbe in 
evitable results ol llie sentence. In 
time, however, the emigrants mav 
succeed in reconstructing tho natives 
and then life will be much more con 
genial to the habUt and feelings of 
the new comers. )>owever opposi te 
to those of the old folks In Africa.

The Bniatans have unc custom 
which is common in the tarming dis- 
tricts 01 Europe generally. Instead 
uf havinu each houso near llio center 
of the farm, and the houses a long 
distance apart.as with us, the farmer 
does not (jcnerally live on his farm. 
The li'onses are luill in a vil!:ige,u iih 
possibly the barns and graueries near 
the houae, or ou (be homo lot, but the 
land that is cultivated may bo two or 
tbroo more miles away. Tho people 
liave to travel far and spend much 
time in going to and coming Ironi 
work, but it makes I'urni life more so- 
ciable, as the ueoplo ran sec ono an- 
other and enjoy many things that arc 
not possible where all are scattered 
far and wide. It might be well il wo 
adopted something of this plan in 
this country; both methods have 
their advantages, and the people are 
stow to givo np their old ways. One 
writer enys that ho traveled in Uns 
sla fr.r miles and niile?,and saw notli 
iiig but whcatlicid after whealfield; 
varied with wide tracks where horses 
and cattle pastured,but no fences any 
where. At last he saw sumo curious 
;rrecn objects in the distance shaped 
liko enormous pears; at length be 
made out that these were cupolas of 
Ihc church, and before he was aware 
of it, he was upon the village, with 
ne oilier warning than the barking 
of a dog. Kussian farmers like poor 
people everywhere, keep an abun- 
dance of the canine race. The eiuall 
log houses are all alike, and arranged 
ill several rows, with wide streets be- 
tn ficn them half a mile or more long. 
At one end of the village Is the church 
with its cupolas, at the other the lar- 
ger house of Ihe land owner who 
rents the land to tho tenants. Small 
graiieriea— square bull without win- 
dows— stand in the middle of the 
street, and long rows of tall poles 
show tliat water is raised by llio old 
fashioned well sweep. In some pla- 
ces, where logs can bo had only by 
hauling for great dMtnuuss, t4io vil- 
lages aro of mud bouses, built of 
bricks merely dried In (ho snn. aud 
these, while Ihcy cannot be called 
handsome, aro said to bo very com- 
fortublo in tho long cold winters. 
Pigs, poultry and curs run at largo in 
Ihc-streels.and when n stranger outers 
these make a great fuss.

Alum in Sread. 

A nuleaiico that tronblcd Europe 
fifty years iigo is hcginning to attract 
iilleniion here— that is pulling niuin 
in tho bread we eat. The bread must 
b« light Ibat it niay be digested ; that 
is,U must be filled by the well- 
known eetia we araaeouatomcd to sec 
in it. Where beer or ale is brewed 
those who understand healthy bread 
making procure yeast, which lightens 
the bread bolter thau any tubstilulc, 
and is wholesome. Where yeast is 
not readily to be obtained "baking 
Jiow dels are rcsorlcd to, and out of 
them comes luisehiet. lliearbonale 
of soda aud cruam of tartar, or tar- 
taric acid, are Ihe usual constituents 
ol a good baking powder. Cream of 
tiu-lar sells at from sixty cents to 
cighly-flve cents per pound. This 
high price has led cheap baking pow- 
der to be made of r.liim, as a tiib- 
stilnle of all or sojne of the cream of 
tartar. Alum will make bread look 
whiter, BO that bakers can make an 
inferior flour salable as bread by its 
use; and they u»c It in some places 
calling it rock, so that no inadvcrlant 
rzprPS>ion may let outsiders know 
that alum is used. Alum is an in- 
jurions article to the human constitu- 
tion in large quantities, or in small 
qnantiiies often repented. It is the 
unnll (|uaiililies lal^en every meal, 
I hat do Ihe mischief in bread. Alum 
is cheap— 3 cents a pound— to tho 
pocket, but It takes what is so saved 
out of the Blomaob and takes it with 
fearful interest. Alum is au as- 
tringent, and is used by dyers and 
others as such. Taken frequently oi. 
the human slomacb,it produces heart- 
burn, iudlgatlion, iripiniCt coustipa- 
tlon, dyspepsia, andklndred troubles 
resnlling from irrilnlion of the inn- 
I'ous membrane, i)rodneeil Ijy the as- 
tringent proiierties ol alum.. All 
th"^c aro nice things to bo inilictcd 
eaten morning noon and evening. To 
young children, growing girls, per- 
sons of weaklv frame and sedentary 
occupnIiouB, tins alum bread is poi- 
mn iiiosl especially. If the reader 
wants to know something of alum 
ht biro tuck a lump, of it, notice its 
ofllect upon the mouth, which is same- 
thing like that of a green persimmon ; 
tlie4i let him reflect how it acts upon 
tho tender, delicate coats ol the fitom- 
ach. Dr. Henry A. Moll, Ihe eelcbra- 
icd analytical chcinist,analyzod Iwcn- 
ty^tbree of ibe baking powder most 
in nto,aiidfouud alum In allbnt one. 
It is time to take measures to stop 
this bread poisoninx that kills our 
little ones and perpetuates dyspepsia 
nnd cholera. l)r. Molt, in his re 
view npon tho subject in tho scicnti 
tlo American, makes ppeeial mention 
of having analyzed ilie Royal Baking 
I'owdcr, and found it composed of 
■wholesome materials. He also advi 
ses tho public to avoid purchasing 
baking powders as sold loose or iu 
bulk, as ho found by analyses of ma- 
ny samples that the worst adultera- 
tions are practieed hi this form. The 
label aud trade mark of a well known 
and respoii-ihic mannfuclnrer, bo 
adds is tlie l>esl iii olettiiiu the pub- 
lic can have. 



TfaiOuiotlggi. 

How to keep eggs in the best possi- 
ble Condition for a number of days in 
order to make o satisfactory hatch 
docs not seem to be ;ir.,lcrstood by 
.some. We have had eggs hatch well, 
although over three weeks' old, but 
we usually make it a point not to go 
so Icnn before setting them. For 
anger than that time, even if well 
cared for, it is best not to dei>end 
upon them, tor the results, usually, 
are anything bnt satisfactory. In 
keeping eggs for hatching purposes, 
too many persons keep tliein in too 
warm a )ilace, where they are sure to 
uuo their vitalilv ipiickly, while a 
lamp jdnce is almost as fatal in its 
effect. Handling the eggs fiei|ncatly 
is not only useless but it serves to 
lessen the chances of hatching. Dur 
plan of keeping eggs is very Bimple, 
aud merely consists in carefully plac- 
ing eggs, as soon as gathered, in 
shallow liaskets, linad oitliar with 
paper or a piece of cloth, and then 
kee}iing the.se in acool, daik place 
until tho eggs ere needed. 

If a hen is kept from her nest long 
onongh for the eggs to besomc cold, 
they are not necessarily spoiled, par- 
ticularly if the incubation has ]iro- 
gressed ten days; in fact, at any stage 
of the hatching period it is better to 
carry thcin through than to destroy 
them.

John Barrett, an inmate of Sing 
Sing prison, New York, refused to 
work and was conlicd in a dark cell, 
npon the advice of the anrgeoo, who 
pronounced bim (telljr able loootha 
labor be was endeavoring loahlrk. 
The next morning, in making his 
customary rounds among the itrison- 
era under punishment, the surgcoit 
threw open Barrett's cell door, where- 
upon (he eonrlol deluged him with 
theeontentaorhlaalop backet. For 
this insubnrdin«tion he was whipped 
and again pot In coufinenient. Suh- 
Ecqucutlv two koeepcrs attempted to 
tako him boforo tho superintendent, 
when he drew a sharp tiktileknifc and 
stabbing one of thcin severely turned 
and ran through the grounds to 
the molding shop, ensconcing himself 
in n corner where he could only be 
atttacked in front, nnd picking up a 
hammer dared the three keepers who 
bad pursued him to make an on- 
slaught, meanwhile calling on the 
200 prisoners at work lo revolt with 
him ; and they were only restrained 
by the revolvers of the few keepers, 
riic latter urged Barrett to surren- 
der, rot wishing to shoot him, and 
fearing to throw (heoiaelvee npon 
bim lest thebalanee oftheeouTleta 
shonid spring lo his reteoe. The 
desperate man challenged the kaepen 
tofiro.ond declaring his purpose to 
kill some one, lifted the hammer 
above bis head picparalory for a rosh 
on Keeper Good, ateadilv advanninif 
against the pointed pistol, when ". 
ofBcer fired and killed Barrett instant- 
ly. The other prinoners sjirnng for- 
ward, but the officials cowed them in- 
to submission. A jury of inqncst 
rendered a verdict of justifiable hom- 
icide. 



Eo«toFlow« 

Professor Stockbi idge, in an essay 
read befoi-e Connecticut Stale Board 
of Agriculture, said their are two 
kinds of soil on every nan's farm— 
the agricultural soil and the subsoil 
Tho agricultural soil may be two in- 
ches deep or it may be nine, but it is 
not twenty feet. It is not deeper 
than the air can peiielrale. If the ag- 
ricnUnral is tto shallow it may be 
gradually deepened by lilting an 
inch of Ihe subsoil at each plowing, 
bringing It np to the air and enrich- 
ing it with manure. Our aglicultur- 
al society cominiltees, by llieirprcmi- 
nms for smooth, shiny, flat furrows 
have done the eommunilygreat harm. 
Such as oftenest takes the premium 
is the very poorest kind of plowing. 
Tho soil is best plowed when it is 
most thoroughly crushed twisted and 
broken with Ihe sod well covered. 
On some kinds of soil I would have 
the furrows lapped an inch, as the Ca- 
nadian farmers plow. Let the air 
and water have a chance to circnlalo 
btiicatli tho surface. Light lands 
however, should have a flat furrow; 
we wish to make enob landa more 
compact." 



London, Aiigu.st 19. — Regarding 
the accident to William 0. .Mosley, 
Jr., the young physician of Boston,

After the defeat of the Persians by 
Omar nnd Ihc overthrow ol the reli 
giou of Zoroaster, Ihe White Falnce 
of JLhosroe* waa pUlagad and a nag- 
liifleent booty came into Ihe bands of 
tho rude Acablana., hmong other 
things was >« moat enraordinary 
specimen of the embroiderer's art. 
This was a carpet of silk aud cloth of 
gold, GU cubits square. A garden 
was depicted thereon, Ihe figures of 
gold embroidery and tho colors 
lieigbtcned by precious stones, Ihc 
ruby, the emerald, the siipphiic, tlie 
beryl, the Inpa?., and the pearl being 
arranged with most consummate skill 
to represent, in beanliful mosaic, 
trees, fruit and flowers, rivulets, 
fonntaine, roses and slirnbs of every 
description, which sceraod lo convoy 
Iriigrance, and their foliage to charm 
the senses of thiT beholder. To this 
piece of exquisite luxury aud illusion 
the Persians gave the name of "Ba- 
haristau," or "mansion of perpetual 
spring," which was an invention cm- 
ployed by their monarchs ns an arti- 
ficial substitute for the loveliest of 
seasons.
